Not the léast useful part, of Dr. 
Grisdale’s report is that in which he 
directs attention to the remarkable 
value of what may be called the by- 
products of the flax crop. In many 
industries, of course, the by-products 
have become the most profitable pro- 
ducts, and however this may actually 
work aut, nothing seems to be 
wasted. 

With characteristic energy, the 
Canadian Government is permitting 
no delay in the matter of develop- 
ment. Already a complete plant has 
been equipped at Regina, Saskatche- 
wan, by the federal authorities, and 
is now in operation, for the ektrac- 
tion of the fibres from the flax atraw. 
After this treatment, according to = 
most recent reports, the material is 
to be sent, for experiments tn spin- 
ning, to mills, selected for the pur- 
‘pose, in Kitchener, Ontario. Plax is 
not a difficult crop to raise, and it 
will do well in practically any soll 
that is suitable for other crops. The 
possibilities, therefore, before the in- 
dustry in Canada are almost un- 
limited. 


Americans In Canada, 

“According to official figures the 
total number of Americans that have 
taken up residence in @ Province 
of Alberta since 1905, Including five 
months of the fiscal year 1918-19, 
reaches 275,093," observes the Argo- 
naut, which contihues: 

“In 1905 the Province of Alberta 
was organized, and statistical inform- 
ation has been kept since that date 
of the immigration into the three 
provinces, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. Saskatchewan ranks 
second, with 226,330 immigrants, 
and Manitoba third, with - only 
78,789. The largest immigra- 
tion into Alberta from the United 
States came in 1909-10 and aumber- 
ed 34,563; the amatilest, in. 1918-19, 
numbered 6,613. 

“The total population of Alberta 
in 1916 was given officially aa 
496.525. 

“The British fmmigration during 
the thirteen years since the province 
was organised was 73,082, and other 
than British 40,282, making a total 
of 113,364, as compardd with 275,- 
093. immigrants of American nation- 
ality. The predominance of the 
American immigrant over all other 
nationalities is nearly 70 per cent. 
Assuming that the proportion of im- 
migrants from the United States re- 
siding in Alberta prior to the or- 
ganization of the province was about 
the same as is now existing, the total 
American population. in Alberta to- 
day is probably 325,000 out of the 
entire 496,525 population, or about 
65 per cent. Of course, hundreds of 
Americans have taken up government 
land and have become naturalised, 
and many hundreds of immigrants

HERE has been considerable 
discussion of the relative 
effectiveness of the German 
and British fire in naval 

engagements, and the fact that they 
probably used different methods ts & 
vulged in an article in the Scientific 


American. It says:— 
“Considerable discussion has been > 
going on in the British press of the 
reapeptive gunnery resulté in the 
British and German navies, partico- 
larly at the Battle of Jutland. Cri- 
tice of the British methods claim 
that the sinking of three of Beatty's 
battle cruisers in rapid succession 
proves that the German fire was more 
efficient. An explanation of this 
superiority is found In the supposi- 
ion that the German salvos were 
bunched,’ whereas the British were, 
latively, scaitered—that is to Bay, 
the British Aimed to get in one bit 
in every salvo, whereas the Germans 
expected that some salvos would 
miss, but that several hits would be 
made in each salvo that did land. 
“In explanation of the above it 
should be stated.that no two guns 
of the same type or mark shoot ex- 
actly alike. This is due to slight 
but apparently unavoidable differ- 
ences, which serve to scatter the 
shots from a broadside, say, of a 
dozen 12-inch guns. Some of. the 
shots will drop over, others short of 
the target, and the extreme differ- 
ence may be as much as 1,000 yards 
at great ranges. To correct this the 
gune are ‘calrbrated’——certain correc- 
tions are made and the sight adjust- 
ed. After a broadside of guns has 
been calibrated all the’shots should, 
theoretically, fall on the same spot,
